After Leav ing New York Follow­ 
ing Address, People No Wiser 
as to His Plans in 
19 36 . 


New York, Feb. 14 (A5)—Presi­ 
dent Hoov er’s farewell speech in 
New York threw no new light on 
his plans for his own future. 
As the president and his party 
sped away on their Washington- 
bound special early today , the 
metropolis was no wiser as to 
whether he plans to seek the 
presidency again in 19 36 . 
In his speech he said simply : 
“ The Republican party will 
support the new administation 
in ev ery measure which will pro­ 
mote public welfare. It must and 
will be 
v igilant in opposing 
those which are harmful.” 
Clad in blue business suit and 
gray ov ercoat, he stepped from 
his train shortly before 7 p. m. 
Mrs. Hoov er, wearing a dark 
dress, a brown caracul coat and 
black v elv et hat, smiled as a 
crowd at the station applauded.

Charles D. 
Hilles, the

mov ed to a flagdecked elev ator 
and thence, along a strip of 
specially laid carpet to a waiting 
car.

Final Message Is Plea for Peo­ 
ples of World to Lend Their 
Aid in Restoring Pros­ 
perity .

New York, Feb. 14 (/P)—The v al­ 
edictory of President Hoov er’s 
administration—a plea for co­ 
operation by the peoples of the 
world to restore prosperity —lay 
before the nations today . 
Speaking to 1,500 party leaders 
and adherents at the Lincoln 
Day dinner of the National Re­ 
publican 
club, 
he called for 
“ bold and courageous action” on 
a united world effort. He urged 
general restoration of the Gold 
Standard as a step to rescue ci­ 
v ilization 
from . a 
threat 
of 
“ generations” of d e p r e s s e d 
standards.” 
“ I say with emphasis,” he de­ 
clared, “ that I am not proposing 
this as a fav or to the United 
States. It is the need of the 
whole world. The United States 
is so situated that it can protect 
itself better than almost any 
country on earth.” 
A new proposal to help stabil­ 
ize the currencies of the world 
came from the president in a 
speech frequently interrupted by 
applause.

some part of the debt pay ments 
due the United States from for­ 
eign nations might be set aside 
temporarily ta stabilize the cur­ 
rencies of the world.

to the v ery edg e of disaster — somewhere, some­ 
ho w, thing s hav e g one sadly ou t of joint. 
Yet there is no nou rishment in simply sitting 
back, wring ing ou r hands and wailing th at there 
is blood on the moon. The v alu e of these little 
st* ties is that they help u s to realize th at some 
so l of reshu ffle is needed. They prepare u s for 
cha \g e; and when some leader in g ov ernment or 
bu s! less offers u s a new prog ram we shall be 
ready to g iv e it a sober, u nbiased ex amination, 
u npertu rbed by the fact that it may be some­ 
thing which a few y ears ag o we wou ld hav e 
damned with the label, “radical.” 


DICTATORSHIP WITH A STRING TO IT 
That o mino us little wo rd, “ dictato r,” seems to 
hav e flo ated to the suface of American life pret­ 
ty obtru siv ely , lately . We are told th at Mr. 
Roosev elt will be a dictator if Cong ress g rants 
him the ex traordinary powers th at hav e been 
su g g ested; and, according to the emotions which 
the word arou ses in ou r sev eral breasts, we are 
either sitting back and shiv ering or hu g g ing ou r­ 
selv es in g lee. 
Bu t we hav en’t really stopped to fig u re ou t 
whether the word is really applicable. 
A dictator, of cou rse, is a head m an whose 
word g oes; a boss who doesn’t hav e to worry 
mu ch abou t g etting ev ery body ’s consent before 
he starts something ; a leader who can map ou t 
a prog ram and pu t it into effect withou t delay . 
Under that definition, Mr. Roosev elt clearly 
wou ld be a kind of dictator, u nder the proposals 
adv anced cu rrently in Cong ress. 
Bu t a dictator, as we ordinarily u se the word, 
is more than that. He is a chap who can’t be 
eased ou t of his job withou t some kind of v iolent 
u prising ; a man who will hold office as long as 
he can possibly arrang e it, and who won’t hesi­ 
tate to u se troops to ex tend his term, if neces­ 
sary ; a man whose powers su ffer no check what- 1 
ev er. 
The powers su g g ested for Mr. Roosev elt wou ld 
not come u nder that heading in the slig htest de-; 
g ree. Cong ress wou ld still be able to v eto any ; 
act of his that was palpably ou t of line with the 
j 
pu blic g ood. His ex traordinary powers wou ld end 
j 
in a definite time. If the electorate disag reed 
with him it cou ld discard him as easily as it has 
discarded other presidents. 
In other words, this “dictator” bu siness isn’t 
j 
so frig htening as it mig ht seem to be. A dictator i 
whoso edicts can be v etoed, in emerg ency , and 
j 
who can be recalled by orderly processes of law, 
isn’t a Mu ssolini. Sitting by while an ambitiou s 
man wilfu lly seizes power is one thing ; v olu n­ 
tarily deleg ating power to the electorate’s pop­ 
u lar choice, for a sharply limited period, is some­ 
thing entirely different.

Boxing Fans Cried 
‘ Fake’ But Schaaf 
Dies Of Injuries 


Heavyweight Boxer in Madison 


Square Garden Last Friday 


Succumbs to Blows 


Suffered. 


New York, Feb. 14 (/P)—Ernie 
Schaaf, 24-year-old heavyweight 
boxer who fell under the bruis­ 
ing blows of the giant Primo 
Camera at Madison Square G ar­ 
den Friday night while a great 
crowd cried “fake!,” died today 
from the beating he took. 
Death, which came at 4:10 
o’clock this morning, was due to 
intra cranial hemorrhage as­ 
cribed to the thirteen rounds of 
punishment before he fell to the 
canvas. 
At midnight a priest was called 
to administer the last rites of 
the Catholic church. With him 
when he died was his mother, 
Mrs. Lucy Schaaf, and his man­ 
ager and friend, Johnny Buck­ 
ley. 
Jimmy Johnston, matchmaker 
at Madison Square Garden, said 
when told of Schaaf’s death: 
“It is the most terrible thing 
that ever happened in boxing.”

He said that ”Ali 
agencies of the federal govern­ 
ment touching the banking field 
have been giving closest atten­ 
tion and fullest support to these 
state problems. The time avail­ 
able proved to be too short for 
final solutions but further time 
and effort should be productive 
of constructive results. The gov­ 
ernor’s action gives opportunity 
for this.” 
The proclamation was issued 
in response to a formal request 
signed by John C. Hicks, presi­ 
dent of the Michigan Bankers' 
association, and Robert O. Lord, 
president of the Detroit Clear­ 
ing House association. 
They said that “this request is 
made after consultation with the 
banking authorities, both n a­ 
tional and state, with represent­

“We deem it necessary,” the 
formal request said, "In the pub­ 
lic interest and for the equal 
safeguarding without preference 
of th e. rights of all depositors 
and for the preservation of the 
public welfare.” 
Participating in the confer- 
erice from which emerged the 
proclamation were Roy D. Chap­ 
in, secretary of commerce, whose

RIGHT-OF-WAY IS 
BEING ACQUIRED 
FOR STATE ROAD 


F r om P a ge O ne 
gradual curve of the road will 
take it a little to the left of the 
present road for a short distance 
before it sweeps to the right 
near the present Junction 
of 
Road 3 and the middle road to 
Milroy. 
After curving back to the mid­ 
dle road the new state highway 
will follow th(s route for several 
miles although 
some changes 
will be made to eliminate a few 
curves, especially the one at the 
Frazee gravel pit. 
Although 
the 
new highway 
will cross the Big Four railroad 
at the present crossing a mile 
south of Rushville, the Grant 
Thomas crossing two miles north 
of Milroy will be eliminated. A 
new road will be madé as a con­ 
tinuance of the middle road ap­ 
proximately an eighth of a mile 
down the west side of the tracks 
instead of crossing them as the 
pike does at the Thomas farm. 
The new road will then angle 
to the southwest, skirting the 
northwest édge of Milroy with- 
6ut touching that town, and will 
cross the King pike about onc- 
fourth of a mile north of the 
Milroy cemetery. Bordering the 
cemetery, the new road will In­ 
tersect State Road 244 just west 
of the cemetery. 
Continuing at this point High­ 
way 3 will still be all new road 
until it connects with what is 
known as the "creek road" two 
miles southwest of Milroy. From 
this point the new highway will 
follow the creék road into the 
present State Road 3 at Old Wil- 
liamstown, 
and 
theriee south 
along tile 
present route into 
Greensburg. 
It was said , that if the road 
follows, the new right-of-way it 
will necessitate the moving of 
two residences.
